Dear Judge Smith: 


Your letter of August 5, 1957, raises the question 
whother a IMunicipal Court, having found the owner of a power boat 
guilty of an offense against the lews relating to navigation, may 
thereupon suspend or revoke his boat registration. 


It would scen to mo hichly dosirablo that a Municipal 
Court should have this powor in connection with the determination of a 
caso brought before 4t. To couple revocation or suspension with tho 
4rmosition of a fine mignt woll have a salutary effect upon tha opera- 
tion of boats upon our crowded watermayoe 


However I find tho following to be tho only provision 
4n our statutes relative to the revocaticn of boat registrations: 


MReyocation of Rogistration. Tno comission, after 
heariny, may revoke the registration of any beat or outboard 
motor issued pursuant to the provisions of this chapter Lor 
violation of any section hereof or the rules and regulations 
hereunder prescribed by the comissicn, or whenever 4t shall 
appear upon complaint of the selectmen or ayy tax collector 
of any town that the amor has failed, after demand, to pay 
any proporty tax upon the sans which shall be due the town." . 
RSA 27013166 


Your inquiry, then, must bo ensyerea in the negative 
~ the power of revocation or suspension resides solely in the Pilic 
Utilities Commission.
